Christmas Festival In Taos Is 
An Indian-Spanish-Anglo Blend 


Celebrations of All Types and Origins Feature 14-Day Observance of Nativity 
in Town Oddly Suggesting Bethlehem— At Night Traditional Farolitos Glow 
From Housetops and There Are Ceremonial Dances by Aborigines in Pueblos.

In The Kansas City Times. 
Taos, N. M.—Christmas in Taos 
is like Christmas in no other place 
in the world. In keeping with the 
trilingual, tricultural character of 
this ancient New Mexico village, 
its Christmas celebration is part 
Indian, part Spanish, part “Anglo.” 
Spanish 
customs 
predominate, 
with the traditional “twelve days 
of Christmas” of the Roman Catho­ 
lic church. The Indians of Taos 
Pueblo add to this their religious 
dances that w'ere old when the 
Spaniards arrived. The Anglos — 
the term is applied to all who are 
non - Indian 
and 
non - Spanish 
speaking in New Mexico — join 
zestfully with both other groups, 
and in addition celebrate the time- 
honored English version of the 
Yuletide season. 
The “twelve days of Christmas” 
is actually .fourteen days in North­ 
ern New Mexico. The season runs 
from Christmas eve, December 24, 
through the Feast of the Three 
Kings, sometimes called Twelfth 
Night (January 6). For weeks be­ 
fore Christmas, the townspeople of 
Taos prepare for these holy fes­ 
tive days, in one way or another, 
according to how much each plans 
to participate. 
Tas is a mountain settlement, 
nestled in the heart of the Sangre 
de Cristo range of the high Rock­ 
ies. Its altitude of over 7,000 feet, 
its dry climate, and its crisp but 
invigorating winter breeze give it 
an old-world appearance that in­ 
deed can resemble Bethlehem it­ 
self to 
one 
of 
imagination 
on 
Christmas eve. 
Farolitos on Housetops 
On this occasion merchants and 
innkeepers line their plaza root- 
tops with farolitos—lanterns made 
of brown paper bags half-filled 
with sand, with a lighted candle 
stuck in each. Others place faro­ 
litos atop garden walls, and many 
private residences have them too. 
Piles of wood in the street, lighted 
with kerosene and known as lum­ 
inaries, mark the line of march 
for the procession which begins 
in early evening, circles the bril­ 
liantly lighted plaza, and winds 
its way, chanting to vespers in 
Our Lady of Guadalupe church, 
near by. Meanwhile, the people 
flock to the Pueblo. In this setting 
that is older than the recorded his-

is dark. The Doer dance is usually 
given, but some years the Mata- 
chines have been held instead. 
Whichever dance is not perform­ 
ed on Christmas day will be pre­ 
sented the following week, at New 
Year’s. 
The Deer dance is one of the 
very old Indian dances that sur­ 
vives in the pueblos of the South­ 
west. It is a pantomine of the hunt, 
and the dancers mimic the animals 
as well as their pursuers. It has 
been held as a winter dances in 
Taos and other pueblos since anci­ 
ent times, and has a deeply reli­ 
gious significance to the Indians. 
As a whole, Pueblo Indians have 
never been really converted to 
Christianity, and they regard their 
dances as far more sacred than 
most of the liturgy that has been 
brought by their conquerors. It is 
a credit to the Roman Catholics 
that these dances were never sup­ 
pressed, because'in many parts of 
the Indian country where Protest­ 
ants have been active the abori­ 
gines have lost their old forms of 
worship while not taking up Chris- 
tianty any more zealously than in 
New Mexico. 
Good Triumphs Over Evil. 
The Matachines arc dancers who 
present a pageant of the triumph 
of good over evil. This is not In­ 
dian in origin, but came from 
Europe with the first Spanish set­ 
tlers. It is a form af medieval 
“morality play” of the type popu­ 
lar in the Latin countries, and in 
England before the Reformation. 
It is a bit ironic that the Indians 
are willing to do this dance at all, 
because when the Spaniards in­ 
troduced it, they were told that 
it was a portrayal of Cortez’s con­ 
quest of the Emperor Moctezuma. 
But wherever Indians present this 
dance, they do so most elaborately, 
and always to the tune of fiddles 
played by neighboring Spanish- 
language friends. 
The four days following Christ­ 
mas at Taos are filled also with 
Indian rites. Small groups of danc­ 
ers go from door to door in the 
pueblo, dancing outside the house 
and inside, blessing it for the corn­ 
ing year. Any of the winter dances 
may be given thus informally, and 
visitors often see dances in this 


manner that are rarely held else­ 
where. No visitor is ever willfully 
turned away, and often the dancers 
are required to perform in a very 
small space inside houses that are 
crowded to utter capacity with 
Indian and non-Indian friends of 
the family, neighbors from town, 
and of course the inevitable crop 
of 
winter 
tourists. 
For 
winter 
visitors, Taos now has ice skating 
in town and a ski run at near-by 
Agua Piedra. 
All during Christmas week the 
Anglos give Yuletide parties. They 
are usually of the “open house” 
variety, and through their hospit­ 
ality the winter visitor in Taos 
gets to know many of the towns­ 
folk. Many friendships are begun 
by just such a Taos Christmas 
party, and many Anglo visitors 
decide to return to permanent resi­ 
dents. Within the last few years, 
the atomic center at Los Alamos 
has provided jobs in the world’s

Christmas Festival In Taos Is 
An Indian-Spanish-Anglo Blend 


Celebrations of A ll Types and Origins Feature 14-Day Observance of Nativity 
in Tow n Oddly Suggesting Bethlehem— A t N ight Traditional Farolitos Glow 
From Housetops and There Are Ceremonial Dances by Aborigines in Pueblos.

In The Kansas City Times. 
Taos, N. M.—Christmas in Taos 
is like Christmas in no other place 
in the world. In keeping with the 
trilingual, tricultural character of 
this ancient New Mexico village, 
its Christmas celebration is part 
Indian, part Spanish, part “Anglo.” 
Spanish 
customs 
predominate, 
with the traditional “ t w e lv e days 
of Christmas” of the Roman Catho­ 
lic church. The Indians of Taos 
Pueblo add to this their religious 
dances that were old when the 
Spaniards arrived. The Anglos — 
the term is applied to all who are 
non - Indian 
and 
non - Spanish 
speaking in New' Mexico — join 
zestfully with both other groups, 
and in addition celebrate the time- 
honored English version of the 
Yuletide season. 
The “twelve days of Christmas” 
is actually fourteen days in North­ 
ern New Mexico. The season runs 
from Christmas eve, December 24, 
through the Feast of the Three 
Kings, sometimes called Twelfth 
Night (January 6). For weeks be­ 
fore Christmas, the townspeople of 
Taos prepare for these holy fes­ 
tive days, in one way or another, 
according to how much each plans 
to participate. 
Tas is a mountain settlement, 
nestled in the heart of the Sangre 
de Cristo range of the high Rock­ 
ies. Its altitude of over 7,000 feet, 
its dry climate, and its crisp but 
invigorating winter breeze give it 
an old-world appearance that in­ 
deed can resemble Bethlehem it­ 
self to 
one 
of 
imagination 
on 
Christmas eve. 
Farolitos on Housetops 
On this occasion merchants and 
innkeepers line their plaza root- 
tops with farolitos—lanterns made 
of brown paper bags half-filled 
with sand, with a lighted candle 
stuck in each. Others place faro­ 
litos atop garden walls, and many 
private residences have them too. 
Piles of wood in the street, lighted 
with kerosene and known as lum- 
inarios, m ark the line of march 
for the procession which begins 
in early evening, circles the bril­ 
liantly lighted plaza, and winds 
its way, chanting to vespers in 
Our Lady of Guadalupe church, 
near by. Meanwhile, the people 
flock to the Pueblo. In this setting 
that is older than the recorded his-

tory of the Western Hemisphere, 
Indians who know the Christ-child 
only because the Spaniards brought 
Him to them, begin a celebration 
of His Nativity that cannot be 
equalled anywhere in America for 
solemnity, w arm th of feeling, or. 
sheer gaiety. 
Just at sunset, vespers are held j 
in the Pueblo church. After this, 
a statue of the Holy Mother, dress­ 
ed in fine robes that have been 
brought as offerings by the Pue­ 
blo women, is borne about the 
village, followed by long lines of 
the chanting .faithful. As this pro­ 
cession winds out of town, la rg e ! 
bonfires are lighted to fill the air 
with rich pine incense. Shepherds’ • 
fires are lighted on various set­ 
backs of the 4 and 5-story pueblo 
structures, and achones— torches of 
cedar and pine fagots attached to 1 


long poles—give additional light, 
and the firing of rifles herald the 
coming of the Holy Child. 
Midnight Mass Comes Next. 
The scene of activity shifts to 
town again. The next scheduled 
event is at midnight—mass at the 
Church of Our Lady of Guadalupe. 
To the Spanish-speaking New 
Mexican, this is “la misa del gallo” 
—the mass of the rooster. It was 
so named years ago when it was 
held at the crack of dawn on 
Christmas morning. The name is 
still applied even though in many 
of the larger centers of population 
a midnight mass celebrates Christ­ 
mas. 
There is no procession on Christ­ 
mas day, but hundreds .file back 
to Taos Pueblo for the Indian 
dances, which celebrates the nativ­ 
ity from early afternoon until it 


is dark. The Deer dance is usually 
given, but some years the M ata­ 
chines have been held 
instead. 
Whichever dance is not perform- 
| ed on Christmas day will be pre- 
: sented the following week, at New 
Year’s. 
The Deer dance is one of the 
very old Indian dances that sur- 
I vives in the pueblos of the South­ 
west. It is a pantomine of the hunt, 
j and the dancer,s mimic the animals 
1 as well as their pursuers. It has 
been held as a winter dances in 
Taos and other pueblos since anci- 
: ent times, and has a deeply reli- 
, gious significance to the Indians, 
i As a whole, Pueblo Indians have 
never been really converted to 
I Christianity, and they regard their 
¡ dances as far more sacred than 
! most of the liturgy that has been 
1 brought by their conquerors. It is 
| a credit to the Roman Catholics 
that these dances were never sup- 
' pressed, because'in many parts of 
the Indian country where Protest- 
l ants have been active the abort- 
i gines have lost their old forms of 
1 worship while not taking up Chris- 
tianty any more zealously than in 
New Mexico. 
Good Triumphs Over Evil. 
The Matachines are dancers who 
present a pageant of the triumph 
of good over evil. This is not In­ 
dian 
in origin, but came from 
Europe with the first Spanish set­ 
tlers. It is a form o.f medieval 
“morality play” of the type popu­ 
lar in the Latin countries, and in 
England before the Reformation. 
It is a bit ironic that the Indians 
• are willing to do this dance at all, 
because when the Spaniards in­ 
troduced it, they were told that 
it was a portrayal of Cortez’s con­ 
quest of the Emperor Moctezuma. 
But wherever Indians present this 
dance, they do so most elaborately, 
and always to the tune of fiddles 
played by neighboring Spanish- 
language friends. 
The four days following Christ­ 
mas at Taos are filled also with 
Indian rites. Small groups of danc­ 
ers go from door to door in the 
pueblo, dancing outside the house 
and inside, blessing it for the com­ 
ing year. Any of the winter dances 
may be given thus informally, and 
visitors often see dances in this

manner that are rarely held else- 
w here. No visitor is ever willfully 
turned away, and often the dancers 
are required to perform in a very 
small space inside houses that are 
crowded to utter capacity with 
Indian and non-Indian friends of 
the family, neighbors from town, 
and of course the inevitable crop 
of 
winter 
tourists. 
For 
winter 
visitors, Taos now has ice skating 
in town and a ski run at near-by 
Agua Piedra. 
All during Christmas week the 
Anglos give Yuletide parties. They 
are usually of the “open house” 
variety, and through their hospit­ 
ality the winter visitor in Taos 
gets to know many of the towns­ 
folk. Many friendships are begun 
by just such a Taos Christmas 
party, and many Anglo visitors 
decide to return to permanent resi­ 
dents. Within the last few years, 
the atomic center at Los Alamos 
has provided jobs in the world’s 


newest industry, that enable thou­ 
sands to live near this ancient 
American town. 
On New Year’s there is mass at 
Our Lady of Guadalupe church 
again, the Feast of the Circumcis- | 
ion, and the people again go to the | 
pueblo for the afternoon dances.! 
In the morning the governor and | 
his council are elected for a term j 
of one year, and the dance is in :

Buffalo Dance on Epiphany.

On January 6, a mass at the town | 
church honors the Epiphany, and 
the pueblo holds a Buffalo dance 
to inaugurate the new governing 
body.
